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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford, setting off on the first leg of his 
trip to the People’s Republic of China, 
said today he hopes to “foster mutual 
understanding," but is promising the 
Chinese that “we will stand for our 
own views." 
In brief remarks at Andrews Air 
Force Base, Ford expressed thanks 
that the United States is at peace in 
Asia and declared, “I begin a mission 
to Asia to consolidate that peace." 
More than IOO persons, including 
dignitaries of the Chinese liaison office 
and the em bassies of Indonesia and the 
Philippines, turned out in the cold, 
clear weather to see the President off. 
Ford and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, both without coats on the 
windswept airfield, shook hands and 
talked with the officials before em ­ 
barking on the trip. 
As he departed on the first long flight 
of his 10-day trip, Ford indirectly 
appeared to acknowledge he does not 
expect the United States and China to 
see eye to eye on key issues. 
But he said “stability in Asia and 
international security benefit from the 
new relationship of mutual respect 
that we are developing." 
The President, accompanied by wife 
Betty and daughter Susan, was bound 
first for Fairbanks, Alaska, and an in­ 
spection tour of an outlying con­ 
struction site along the trans-Alaska 
oil pipeline. 
After an overnight stop in 
An­ 
chorage, they will leave for Peking, 
arriving 
M onday 
after 
a 
brief 
refueling stop near Tokyo. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, a principal architect of the 
1971 arrangement that re-established 
official contact between the United 
States and China, was flying with 
Ford. 
Referring to his scheduled stops in 
Indonesia and the Philippines, the 
President said, “As I did last year on 
my visits to Japan and the Republic of 


Korea, 
I 
will 
reaffirm 
America’s 
undiminished interest in the security 
and well-being of Asia. That vast 
region is vital to us and to the world." 
In references to the four days he will 
spend in Peking next week, Ford said, 
“We will stand on our own views, as we 
always have. But we will seek — in the 
American tradition — to foster mutual 
understanding." 
In advance of the trip, U.S. officials 
said 
that 
‘‘no 
spectacular 
an­ 
nouncements" 
should 
be 
expected 
from the Peking talks. But a senior 
American official, who declined to be 
identified, said the President's confer­ 
ences could contribute to continued 
forward progress in norm alizing 
relations between the two countries. 
Any finn agreement on further steps 
to settle AmericanChinese differences 
over the status of Taiwan were ruled 
out 
The senior official said “it would be 
a 
m ost 
unusual 
occurrence" 
if 
Chairman Mao TseTung failed 
to 
receive Ford in Peking, but said no 
meeting between the two leaders is 
scheduled. 


The official said Premier Chou en- 
Lai, who dealt most closely with 
resigned President Richard M. Nixon 
during his 1972 visit to China, had been 
unable to m eet foreign visitors since 
July. He said a FordChou meeting was 
unlikely although it was not ruled out. 


The official said most of Ford’s 
dealings will be with Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-Ping, who is widely viewed 
as the acting day-to-day leader of the 
Chinese government and as probable 
successor to Mao. 


In Fairbanks, Ford planned a speech 
on Alaska’s potential contribution to 
meeting U.S. energy needs, as well as 
remarks about U.S. relations with 
nations 
in the 
Pacific area. 
The 
President will attend a birthday dinner 
tonight in Anchorage for Sen. Ted 
Stevens, R-Alaska.

Indiana and Wisconsin 
His nomination at that time by 
former President Richard M. Nixon 
stirred no controversy that committee 
aides could recall 
Stevens’ nomination is expected to 
receive especially thorough scrutiny 
from the panel since the vacancy left 
by the Douglas resignation could tip 
the

lib eral-conservative 
balance. Those who are familiar with 
Stevens' decisions say he would most 
likely tie a centrist justice who would 
swing most often to the conservative 
side. 
“Judge Stevens is held in the highest 


esteem by his colleagues in the legal

A tom Plant Security Deficient 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Terrorists, 
foreign agents and organized crime 
figures theoretically are capable of 
attacking nuclear power plants and 
releasing deadly radioactivity or 
stealin g weapon com ponents, a c­ 
cording to a report prepared for the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 
Publicity about 
U.S. 
intelligence 
operations has enhanced the capauility 
of the Soviet bloc “to conduct sabotage 
operations against licensed nuclear 
facilities ...," the report warned. 
It was prepared by a panel of IO 
persons familiar with terrorism or 
nuclear activity and assembled by the 
Mitre Corp., a research organization 
with offices near Washington.

ADC Errors 
Could Cut 
W elfare Pay 


The Ohio Department of Public 
Welfare has sent a request to all 
recipients on the Aid for Dependent 
Children 
(AIK") program to help 
reduce errors that could result in cuts 
in welfare payments. 
The request was made on cards 
mailed F'riday with December ADC 
checks, sent to about 180,000 cases 
involving some 560,000 recipients. 
“ It is a direct message,” said 
Raymond FL McKenna, state welfare 
director. “ We are simply asking the 
welfare recipients themselves to help 
us cut the error rate. We have told 
them that failure to cut the error rate 
could result in a reduction in payments 
to welfare clients." 
McKenna referred to a federal 
requirement that error rates be cut to 
three per cent for ineligibles and five 
per cent for overpayments. He said a 
recent check shows that the Ohio error 
rate is running at about ten per cent for 
ineligibles and ll per cent for over­ 
payments. This compares to 13 per 
cent for ineligibles and 14 per cent for 
overpayments during the first six- 
month period of 1975. 
“ We arc improving but not enough,” 
McKenna said. He gave credit to a IOO 
per cent case review conducted by 
county 
welfare departments. 
This 
review resulted in dropping ap­ 
proximately 32,000 recipients from 
ADC rolls during the past summer. “ It 
has only resulted in a drop of about 
three per cent in the total error rate, 
however,” McKenna said. 
He said the U.S. Department of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
threatens to impose sanctions in 1976 
on all states which fail to reduce case 
errors to the recommended federal 
level. These penalties could amount to 
somewhere between $10 and $20 
million for Ohio. Such cuts in federal 
allotments could make it necessary to 
reduce all ADC grants to recipients in 
Ohio, McKenna said.

Do You Read Me? 


By P H Y LLIS R A T ELLE 
NEW YORK (K F S) — American 
children do not read as well as they did 
a decade ago. They do not verbalize as 
well. Their math scores are steadily 
falling. In creative 
writing, their 
sentences are shorter - but the style is 
not so much an imitation of the terse 
literary giants, as an intimation that 
they don’t really have much to say on 
paper. 
Why there has been a dismal 12-year 
decline in scores recorded on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests (used by 
many colleges to determine ap­ 
plicants’ abilities) is a sticky question 
with multiple choice answers. 
Poor 
teachers? 
Overcrowded 
schools? 
Television? 
Working 
mothers? 
Overperm issive, 
un­ 
dercaring 
home 
environm ent? 
Changes 
in 
the 
socio-economic 
background of pupils being tested? 
Others? 
Pick your answer, and you’ll 
probably be at least partially correct. 
There are no losers among the second 
guessers; the only losers are the kids. 
W hile 
the 
College 
Entrance 
Examination Board forms a "blue- 
ribbon panel’’ to investigate the causes 
for the drop in student scores since 
1963, other groups have been diligently 
working to find ways to help the 
students overcome their brain-lag. The 
concentration, appropriately, is on 
reading because this is the most im­ 
portant skill for coping with life and 
learning. 
A Vicious Cycle 
If a child cannot read successfully, 
he suffers in ail of his other subjects — 
including even those that lead to 
skilled manual work. As educator T. H. 
Bell told a reading conference spon­ 
sored recently by the Department of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
W elfare 


(H EW ): "H is teachers will find (the 
poor reader) harder and harder to 
reach, and he may drop out of school 
and fall into the vicious cycle where 
reading problems trap him into low- 
paying, unskilled jobs — assuming he 
can find a job at all.” 
(H .E.W . announces that American 
high school graduates now read less 
well than their counterparts in 12 other 
countries.) 
One of the most highly regarded of 
many new reading learning systems is 
a remedial teaching package called 
"Think.” Combining tape cassettes 
with workbooks and teacher guides, 
the unique aspect of “ Think” is that its 
materials are real-world oriented and 
designed to encourage a student to 
apply reading to logic and everyday 
situations. 
For example, the tapes come 
equipped with background noises (a la 
the environment that is comfortable to 
students who relate poorly to the 
relative concentrated quiet of the 
classroom). The sounds of traffic, 
radio 
music 
and 
other 
daily 
background sound effects, keep the 
cassettes from sounding "sterile” — 
thus forcing the student to concentrate 
harder, according to educator theory. 
In addition, a anrrator on the tape 
periodically reassures the 
listener 
with peppy phrases — "that’s okay, 
you can do it” or "stay with it” — in an 
effort to -encourage the student and 
help break a pattern of accustomed 
failure. 
Sound a little foolish, in this age of 
noise pollution? Maybe so, but it ob­ 
viously works with many pupils 
who’ve never learned to read because 
they apparently were fighting the 
traditional system. At high schools in

Meantime, air force planes dropped 
leaflets on lisbon this morning ex­ 
plaining the martiallaw restrictions in 
force since Tuesday when President 
Francisco da Costa Comes proclaimed 
a state of siege for the Lisbon area. 
The handbills listed the military 
headquarters where civilians with 
critical jobs could obtain safe-conduct 
passes to be on the streets during the 
midnight-to-5 a.m. curfew. 
A presidential announcement late 
Thursday said Col. Ramalho Eanes 
had replaced Carlos Fabiao as army 
chief of staff. Premier Jose Pinheiro 
de Azevedo held Fabiao responsible 
for inciting leftist discontent.

On the theory that the more 
children read, the better and more 
interested readers they’ll become, 
youngsters are encouraged to tackle 
books "for the sake of the sick.” 
•me way tnis program is designed, 
children across the land between six 
and 14 make their own commitment to 
participate in the program,” explains 
Meadowlark Lemon of the Harlem 
Globetrotters, one of the celebrity 
chairmen of the project. "They decide 
how many books they feel they’ll be 
able to read during their local MS 
chapter’s READ-A-Thon. The next 
step is for them to find sponsors, who 
can be neighbors, relatives and 
friends. These people agree to donate a 
given sum for each book the child 
reads. This raises funds for Multiple 
Sclerosis research — and gives a kid a 
chance to help others while he’s 
helping himself.” 
The First Motivation 
The youngsters can read any type of 
book they like (short of pornography, 
of course), and Meadowlark naturally 
sees a lot of them choosing sports:

Show Drop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
Highway Safety Director Donald D. 
Cook credits a new attitude by Ohio 
drivers toward the 55 mile-per-hour 
speed limit with saving lives the first 
nine months of the year. 
In the first nine months of this year, 
Cook said, 1,270 persons lost their lives 
on Ohio highways. "That figure is sig­ 
nificantly smaller than the 1,351 deaths 
recorded for the same period in 1974 
and the 1,734 fatalities of 1973,’’ Cook 
said.

"M any drivers find the 55 mile limit 
both safe and efficient,” Cook said. 
"They are discovering a slower speed 
allows a more enjoyable trip.” 
About nine per cent of the fatal 
accidents the first nine months of the 
year involved more than one death. 
Cook said. Ohio recorded one quintuple 
death accident, five quadruple death 
accidents, 14 triple fatality crashes 
and 75 double death accidents. 
The summer brought the most fatal 
accidents, with 166 in August and 162 in 
Ju ly and more fatal accidents oc­ 
curred on the weekends than at any 
other time. Saturday was highdeath 
day with 272, followed by Friday with 
203 and Sunday at 193.

Through this instrument, the doctor 
can inspect the cartilage and the 
ligaments. Arthritis, tears of the 
ligaments and other disorders can be 
diagnosed with an accuracy of more 
than 90 per cent. 


Children who are born deaf are now 
given some form of treatment as soon 
as the diagnosis is established. 
At the Lexington School for the Deaf, 
in New York City, efforts are made to 
start auditory training even at the age 
of one year. 
Special effort is devoted to this early 
training 
of 
the 
deaf 
infant, 
in 
association with the training of the 
parents. With this combined approach, 
there is a greater possibility that 


children will develop language skills 
within the limits of their hearing 
problems. 
The I Lexington School for the Deaf

Taxes Take 
Bigger Bite 


CHICAGO (A P) — State and local 
taxes paid per person across the nation 
increased in fiscal 1974 by an average 
of $41, a survey released today showed. 
The state-local tax bill increased in 
every state except Connecticut, where 
it dropped from an average of $727 per 
person in fiscal 1973 to $689, the survey 
by Commerce Clearing House Inc. 
showed. 
The average per capita tax across 
the nation was $618. 
New York had the highest average 
state-local tax load at $952 per person, 
the first time the $900 level has been 
surpassed in any state, and Alabama 
the lowest with $383. 
Commerce Clearing House based its 
surye; 
on figures supplied by the 
Census Bureau. Fiscal years begin on 
Ju ly I. 
The median per person tax load was 
$573, an increase of $59 over the 
median for fiscal 1973. The median 
state was Kansas. 


The cost of mailing a first class letter 
is scheduled to increase from IO cents 
to 13 cents. 
"A ll of the big mailers are going to 
throw in their stuff before that new 
rate increase comes in and it could 
conceivably jam up the mails very 
badly,” said Henry Cooper, executive 
director of the National Association of 
Greeting Card Publishers. 
But a Postal Service spokesman 
said, "W e think we have anticipated 
every possible problem and post of­ 
fices will be cleared of all mail on 
Christmas Eve.” 
Deputy Postmaster General W .F. 
Bolger this month ordered 
“ sub­ 
stantial reductions in the amount of 
overtime used for the distribution and 
delivery of mail” because of the Postal 
Service’s deficit, currently running at 
$7 million a day. 
His letter to regional postal officials 
added, “ The Christmas mailing period 
should not be excluded from our effort 
to reduce overtime. To the contrary, it 
is a unique opportunity to really 
reduce costs.” 
‘ 
But heads of the two largest postal 
unions say overtime is the key to 
moving the m ail this Christmas 
season. 
"If the mail is there, then they have 
to pay overtime to move it out. We will 
get bombed with mail other than 
Christmas cards, but if they let the 
professional staff handle it, then there 
won’t be any problem,” said James 
Rademacher, president of the National 
Association of latter Carriers. 
Francis Filbey, president of the 
American Postal Workers Union, said, 
"The postmaster general has assured 
me 
that 
overtime 
will 
be 
used 
whenever it is really necessary.” 
The Postal Service spokesman said, 
"The (1975) regulations on overtime 
and outside hiring were drawn up with 
consideration for Christmas and any 
extra mail we might get from people 
trying to beat the new rates. 
"Overtime is permissible when it is 
needed to move the mail, and if there is 
a genuine need for extra help then 
people can be hired,” he said.

SALI/EY, S.C. (A P) — The odor of 
chitlins wafted over Salley today as 
residents prepared to serve 20,000 to 
25,000 visitors expected to show up for 
the 10th annual Chitlin Strut. 
What do chitlins smell like? “ They 
smell like they sound — kind of 
rough,” says Terry McMillan, who is 
responsible for preparation of 6,000 
pounds of the hog intestines. 
Does that mean bad? “ If you can 
think of anything that smelLs so bad 
that it would take about a week for it to 
wear away, then it's that bad,” he 
said. 
That bad, huh’’ “ Ifs a good thing you 
can’t smell over the telephone,” he 
told an interviwer. 
The first time Salley, population 570, 
held the Chitlin Strut, only about 500 
persons turned out. Last year more 
than 20,000 came. Proceeds from the 
strut benefit fire fighting and other 
town activities. 
The Chitlin Strut includes a parade 
with U.S. Rep. Butler Derrick, D-S.C., 
as grand marshal; 
a 
speech 
by 
Thomas Kline of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, and a night of country 
music. 
McMillan says he doesn’t remember 
how long he has been cooking the 
chitlins. The recipe, he says, calls for 
boiling hog intestines until they are 
tender, slicing them into strips three or 
four inches long, and then frying them 
in flour. Toss in a little salt and pepper.

He regrets he could only get 6,000 
pounds this year. “ I had hoped we 
would have at least 10,000 pounds, hut 
we couldn’t quite get them. 
“ In other years we just boiled ’em on 
Friday, but with this amount we had to 
start early.” 
A caterer will bring 4,000 pounds of 
fried chicken and about the same 
amount of barbecued pork. Despite all 
the food, Mayor Jack Able says the 
Chitlin Strut always sells out. 
If you can’t get here on time to get 
something to eat, drive through 
anyway. 
McMillan says the odor 
lingers around Salley for a week or so 
after the strut.
